Satellite Purchases through the SMV 


In addition to handling the procurement of the routine requirements of the 
verious SUV installations, the S'V Purchasing Office has in the past few 
months arrar.ged a number of purchases on behalf of Satellite agencies, Some- 
time in late May 1951 a Hungarian purchasing agent arrived in Vienna to pro- 
cure equipment for vaszolaj, Ungarische-Russische Oel A.G. in Szoeny, Hungary. 
Through the cooperation of the SIV Purchasing Office the Hungarian buyer was 
able to purchase approximately 6,300,000 schillings' worth of equipment. The 
first shipment on this order, fully documented as Soviet military supplies, 
was dispatched to Brdapest by DISG barge on 21 May 1951. It included the 
following items: drilling equipment from l'annesmann-Trauzl 4.G.3 Klingerit 
plates from Richard Klinger A.G,, Gumpoldskirchen, Lower Austria; and casing 
heads anc other oi! field equipment from "Canada," Tiefbohrgeraete-u. Maschinen- 
fabrik G.m.b.H. A second barge load of purchases for Hungary, including 15 
tons of drilling equipment and measuring instruments fror the "Canada" firm, 
vas shipped from Vienna during the last week of Ifay 1951. By 12 June 1951 
Mannesmann-Trauz. A.G, had delivered a total of nine carloads of drilling 
equipment, valued at 2,250,657 schillings, to Maszolaj A.G. on this order, 


Meantime, SMV surchasing agents have been busy procuring drilling equipment 
and other oil “ield supplies on a 10,000,000-schilling order from the Polish 
Government. Commodities purchased on this order include drilling pipe from 
Mannesmann-Treizl A.G., various other types of oil field equipment from Teud- 
loff-Vamag A."., 800 meters of special chains from Franz Kohmaier, and 1,000 
pilings and cross ties from J. & C. Reder, Vienna XX.(8)
